He had been fli for a year, from heart 
trouble, and planned recently to go to 
Bad Nauheim, Germany, where he had 
obtained relief in previous fllnesses. His 
sister, who lives in Davenport, lIo., ar- 
ranged to accompany him on the voy- 
age and his wife went with him to New 
York. He engaged a room on a ship 
sailing July 5 for Hamburg. 

Physician Warned of Voyage. 

A few days before the ship sailed, 
while Koehler was in New York with his 
wife, he suffered a severe relapse. A 
physician who treated him there warned 
him against an ocean voyage, and the 
family’s plans were altered hurriedly. 
The cottage at Long Beach was rent- 
cd° and Mrs. Koehler returned to St. 
Louis and took her daughter, Miss Dor- 
othy Koehler, east with her. They re- 
mained at the cottage during the final 
illness. 

The Koehler home tin the new Kings- 
bury Apartments has been closed for 
several weeks. The Koehlers formerly 
lived at 5544 Bartmer avenue. 

The funeral, it was stated, will take 
place in. Davenport, Io., the former home 
of the Koehler family: 

Mrs. Koehler’ was formerly Miss Mar- 
garet Craven, a widely known actress. 

Widely Known Brewer. 

Henry Koebler Jr., was one of the 
most widely known of the younger 
set of St. Loufs brewers. He was 
active several years ago in the organ- 
ization of the Independent BreWertes 
Co., which took over many St. Louis 
breweries, including the American 
Brewing Co., of which he was then 
president. He was largely’ § instru- 
mental in having his brother, Hugo 
A. Koehler, elected president of the 
Independent company. 

He was elected a member of the 
Board of Freeholders which in the 
spring of 1909 wrote the proposed 
new charter submitted to the voters 
in the early part of 1911. He took an. 
active part in making the proposed 
charter. This is the only public of- 
fice he ever sought, and he with the 
other members of the board worked 
without financial remuneration. | 

Interested in Big Enterprises. 
He was the son of Henry Koehler Sr., 
‘who came to St. Louls and organized 
the Henry Koehler Brewing Associa- 
tion. In 189 he organized the Ameri- 
ean Brewing Co. After the merger of 
the several brewing companies into the 
Independent, Koehler did not devote 
himself actively to the brewing busi- 
ness, but ‘took an interest in the de- 
velopment of railroad and coal mining 
and farming properties, in which he was 
interested in Colorado and New Mex- 
ico. 

He was president of two railroad cor- 
porations owning important lines ttap- 
ping rich coal fields in Colorado— 
the St. Louis, Rocky Mountain & Pacific 
Co, and the St. Louis, Rocky Mountain 
& Pacific Railway Co. 

After his retirement from the active 
management of the breweries he made 
his office in the Central National Bank 
Building in connection with the law 
offices of Thomas B. Harlan, who was 
interested with him in many enterprises, 
‘and former Judge Matt G. Reynolds. 

In 1902 Koehler was one of the or- 
ganizers of the Germania Trust Co., 
and afterwards became its vice-presi- 
dent. Later he was a director and 
vice-president of the Commonwealth 
Trust Co. He was a director of the 
National Bank of Commerce. 

He was a member of the St. Louis, 
Noonday, Field and, Mercantile clubs, | 
and of the Legion of Honor. 

Koehler and his brother, Max, were 
interested in the development of inde- 
pendent telephone systems, and at one 
time had large intersts in the independ- 
ent lines of Ohio and Michigan, and 
were also interested in the Kinloch Co. 
of St. Louis,

He says he has no excuse to offer 
for his conduct in his efforts to re- 
claim his son, whose actions, he says, 
have caused his parents and relatives 
sorrow and humiliation. 

He says that he begged the young 
woman not to entice his son, but that 
she persisted, and he then resorted to 
such means as he thought necessary. 

Father Hag No Excuse. 

“T have no excuse to offer for my 
boy,” he says, and adds: “I have no 
excuse to offer for my efforts to re- 
claim him. I did what in my judgment 
was best in order to terminate the rela- 
tions between my son and this young 


woman.” 
Essie Carter was dragged out of her 


house at midnight, stripped of her cloth- 
ing in the presence of a negro chauf- 
feur, who carried a lantern and while 
two men held her and 15 others with 
pistols in their hands looked on. 
Dozier flogged her with a whip until 
he wore it out. Then with the butt end 
he struék her 30 or 40 more blows. 

In the meantime the girl had fainted 
and fallen to the ground, but he con- 
tinued to strike her, according to the 
statement of Essie Carter’s sister and 
witnesses.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, July 24.—Prof. 
Herschel Parker of Columbia Univer- 
sity and Belmore Browne of Tacoma, 


arrived at Tolvina on the Tanana River 
late last night and reported that they 
fatied to reach the summit of Mount 
McKinley. Two attempts were made, 
one on the north and -the other on the 
south peak. An altitude of 20,200 feet 
was reached on the north peak and 
19,000 on the south peak. 

Mount McKinley terminates in twin 


high. 

Severe blizzards about the summit pre- 
vented the scaling of it by Parker and 
Browne. Prof. Parker said a severe 
earthquake was felt while the party 
was on the mountain. Excellent photo- 
graphs were taken. 


Claims Never Substantiated. 
There have been a number of claims 
that persons have reached the summit 


of Mount McKinley, but these never have 


been substantiated. Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook, who proclaimed the discovery of 
the North Pole in 1909 and afterward 
was denounced by eminent authorities 
as a falsifier, claims to have ascended 
Mount McKinley in 1906, but never has 
produced proof that he did. 

In 196 Cook was accompanied by 
Parker and Browne. They got up 16,300 
feet on the south side of the mountain, 
but after that further ascent was impos- 
sible. Parker and Browne gave up the 
trip, but Cook, with a guide, said he 
had ascended the mountain on the north 
side. 

In 1909, Prof. Parker made another at- 


tempt to réweh the peak, but, according. 
to his statements, he found the peak 
pictured by Dr. Cook as McKinley to be | 
2 miles from Mount McKinley. 


Daughter Born to Parker. 
Prof. Parker married the daughter of 


Charles Frederick Maegale, a New York 


portrait painter, in May, 1911, and he 
started the third attempt to reach the 
summit of McKinley in January, this 
year. In April a daughter was born at 
his home in Brooklyn, and when he re- 
turns to his summer home in Lewiston, 
Me., in August, the little stranger will 
welcome him. 

The Fairbanks Times _ expedition, 
which stari2d t’eb. 5 in an attempt to 
reach the summit of the mountain, re- 
turned toFairbdnks April 10, having 
failed to reach the summit. The party, 
composed of George X. S. Lewis and 
Frank Phillips, got up 10,000 feet on the 
north side of the mountain.

He is still speculating in Wall street, 
though not “plunging” as of old. His 
creditors are fighting his discharge in 
bankruptcy. 

De Mauriac speculated for more than 
10 years. Last December, when Gustav 
Minzesheimer got a judgment for $10,- 
795.92 against De Mauriac, the latter, it 
is said, transferred his cash to a strong 
box of ‘the W. B. Franklin Co, next to 
an account opened fn the name of that 
firm’s cashier and afterward to an ac-

Guglielmo Marconi 
studied at the universities of Bologna 
and Pardua, and when only 15 years old, 
on his father’s estate near Bologna, 
Italy, plunged enthusiastically into the 
dreamlands of electricity. In the course 
of the next few years he headed straight 
for one of its great mysteries, the 6s0- 
called Hertzian waves, or electrical im- 
pulses which could travel through air 
without the use of a wire. In 185, when 
he was only 2 years.old, his advanced 
knowledge on this obscure subject in- 
spired him with the theory that these 
waves could be sent out and received at 
will, and ih that year he had constructed 
the first wireless apparatus, whose ef- 
ficiency astonished even his enthusiasm. 
Wireless telegraphy under the master- 
ful hand of Gugtiielmo Marconi sprang 
into commercial success in a remark- 
ably short space of time. Prior to 1895 
électromagnetic waves had been discov- 
ered, and men of many countries had 
experimented with them, but it re- 
mained for Marconi to see that these 
wave’ could be harnessed and made the 
servant/of man, that they coujd be made 
to transmit intelligence from ship to 
shore and from one continent to an- 


do with the adjustment of the wave 
length of the aerial wire to that of the 
closed circuit. In this manner a recely- 
ing station may be tuned to a trans- 
mitting station or, in other words, the- 
instruments of the former so adjusted 
that they will be more sensitive to the 
waves from the latter than to those from 
other stations.

this: An induction coll or high-tension 
transformer is connected to an electric- 
current supply so ag to produce a spark 
across an air space. By opening or 
closing an ordinary telegraph key the 
operator causes a spark of longer or 
shorter duration to jump across the air 
space. This spark produces the vi- 
brations by virtue of its oscillatory 
character. In other words, it acts 
similarly to a gtraight spring drawn 
back and suddenly released. It vibrates 
to and fro until its energy is exhaust- 
ed and the rate at which it vibrates is 
determined by its length. By varying 
the rate of vibration longer or shorter 
waves may be produced. By means of 
a device, called the oscillation trans- 
former, the vibrations are transferre 
from the primary circuit to the aerial

To keep the teeth in a healthful con- 
dition the general hygiene of the mouth 
and nasal passages must be looked 
after.

There is an art in the compounding 
of a cold drink—one which calls for 
attention to details. In the first place, 
to insure success, everything must be 
cold—the ingredients used in the 
mixing, also the véssels employed in 
the process. No amount of after-chill- 
ing will make up entirely for lack of 
this precaution, says a contributor 
to the Delineator. Then blend the 
juices and sugar—taking care not to 
use too much of the latter, as it takes 
off the “edge” which is the life of 
the beverage—and stand on the ice 
for half an hour before adding the 
water and shaved ice. 
Of the more simple home-made 
beverages, those prepared from fruit 
juices and fruit sirups take the lead 
for palatability. When the juice forms 
the basis, it is only . necessary g0 
press it from any fresh ripe fruit and 
add enough sugar to sweeten, Several 
fruits which blend agreeably may be 
used, and make a delicious beverage. 
Always serve in a thin glass half 
filled with crushed ice, A fine ripe 
strawberry, a bit of orange pulp, a 
cherry or some other attractive fruit 
dropped into the glass just before 
serving appeals to the eye, even 
though it does not count for much 
else.
